Medicare will pick up most 


‘of the bills for those tests or 
“treatments your doctor has 


ordered far you at the local 
hospital’s outpatient clinic, 
the answer is a “probabte 
yes.” 

The reason for that answer 
is that there are some limits 
involved in the payment of 
outpatient hospital charges. 
First of all, you have to have 
paid out your $60 yearly 
deductible before Medicare 
steps in. 

Secondly, tests or treat- 
ments must be medically 
necessary and the provider 
must have accepted Medi- 
care “assignment.” if you 
meet these requirements, 
your Medicare Part B medi- 
cal insurance will, pay 80 
percent of the covered ser- 
vices. You are responsible 
tor paying the remainder. 

There are also limits as to 
what Medicare medical in- 
surance will pay. For exam- 
ple, laboratory services aim- 
ed at helping diagnosis are 
allowable; however, lab tests 
given as part of a routine

payable. 

That means, a doctor must 
be following medical proce- 
dures to determine the na- 
ture of a health problem, not 
merely running a series of 
tests to find out whether or 
not you’re healthy. 

The rules governing diag- 
nostic tests and procedures 
also would cover x-ray and 
Medicare will pay “for ‘only 
those items that are part of a 
diagnostic (not routine or 
iherapeuiic) procedures. 

Medicare Part B will pick 
up most of the bill for 
ouipatient treatment in case 
of an injury or a medical 
emergency provided you 
have already paid the deduc- 
tidle. 

Under these circumsian- 
ces, Medicare will cover 
x-ray or other diagnostic 
services, emergency room 
supplies (bandages or medi- 
cations) necessary for your 
treatment and any medical 
subpllss such as splints, 

“Medicare will not ‘pay for 
such things as tests for a 
routine physical, eye exams 
for prescribing, fitting or 
changing eyeglasses, any 
shois uniess directly related 
to an injury or risk of 
or any hearing 
exams for prescribing, fitting 
or changing hearing aids. 

Medicare Part B (medical) 
insurance can play a big rofe 
in paying the bills for some 
ather farms af auinationt 
services needed by those 
persons whose illness or 
injury might require the 
highly specialized services 
of a physica! therapist or a 
speech therapist. 

But before Medicare will 
pick up any part of these 
bills, your doctor must certi- 
fy such therapy is part of a 
plan and is required to 
rastore your health, Therapy 
services rendered in the 
outpatient department of a 
hospital are reimbursed by 
Medicare at 80 percent, with 
the remaining 20 percent 
payment your responsibility. 

Medicare Part B_ wili pay 
up to 80 percent of $100 per 
year for the services of a 
physical therapist who meets 
the licensing and regulatory 
Standards. These physical 
therapy services are usually 
provided at the therapist's 
office, or in the patient's 
home when medically neces- 
sary. 


In some very unusual

cases, a hospital will provide 
an inpatient with physical 
therapy on an outpatient 
basis. in these instances, 
Medicare pays 80 percent 
while you are responsible for 
20 percent of payment. 
Much the same arrange- 
ment holds. true for speech 
pathology and therapy ser- 
vices that are furnished to 
seg on an Laat 
skilled 
home 


nursing — facilities, 
health agencies. 
Medicare wil! help pay 
these bills whether the ser- 
vices are performed at the 
participating institution or at 
the patient's home. The 
requirements include physi- 
cian certification as well as 
the deductible. Rememoer, 
services must be intended to 
improve the condition for 
which they are given. If there 
is no improvement, or if the 
therapy is purely for main- 


tenance, the costs are not 
allowed. 
if any of these above 


services are to be performed 
on your behalf, check with
